The meeting was called to order with Mayor Akin presiding.

SALES TAX RESOLUTION

Councilman Janes offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, this City Council recognized the need for supplying additional
services to the Citizens of our Community; and

WHEREAS, this City Council has previously called an election on Saturday,
September 30th, for the Citizens of Austin to demonstrate their desire to meet
these additional needs through the adoption of a one cent sales tax; and

WHEREAS, it is the desire of this Council to specify the areas of community
service to which the sales tax revenue would be applied to serve these needs:

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Council of the City of Austin
pledges to utilize the revenue from the sales tax in the following and other areas
of municipal services to the Citizens of Austin.
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A. 1. Improved police protection.
2. Improved weed and brush control in creeks and ditches.
3. Improved street lighting.
4. Better traffic movement.
5. Increased fire protection.
6. Better control of loose dogs.
7. Neighborhood trash and rubbish pick ups. |
8. Town Lake improvements. j
9. Local playgrounds for neighborhoods. \
10. Information and financial reports to the Citizens and taxpayers of Austin

B. With the realization that the effective delivery of essential municipal j
services is directly related to a work force of adequately paid employees, provide
competitive wage increases as of January 1, 1968, for City Employees in the
following manner:

1. At least one step increase for each employee.

2. A two step increase for each employee making less than the
federal minimum wage scale of $1.60/hour which is to become
effective in February of 1968.

3. Increase those classifications which indicate a need for further
adjustments resulting from competitive wage studies.

Mr. Howard Pyle, President of Communications Workers Local Union in
Austin, appeared before the: Council to present a petition asking Congress to
support the enactment of laws pertaining to stopping riots through better jobs,
housing, and education. Mr. Pyle was requesting that the individual Council
members sign the petition as citizens in favor of legislation that would bring
about such changes. Councilman Long and Councilman Nichols signed the petition,
but Councilman LaRue, Councilman Janes, and Mayor Akin stated that they felt the
petition lacked specifics and did not sign it.

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ANNEXATION ORDINANCE

Mayor Akin brought up the following ordinance for its third reading:

LIMITS OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN AND THE ANNEXATION OF CERTAIN
ADDITIONAL TERRITORY CONSISTING OF 6.32 ACRES OF LAND, SAME
BEING OUT OF THE JAMES MITCHELL SURVEY AND 10.02 ACRES OF LAND,
SAME BEING OUT OF AND A PART OF THE SANTIAGO DEL VALLE GRANT,
IN TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS; WHICH SAID ADDITIONAL TERRITORY LIES
ADJACENT TO AND ADJOINS THE PRESENT BOUNDARY LIMITS OF THE CITY
OF AUSTIN, IN PARTICULARS STATED IN THE ORDINANCE.

dated September 15, 1953 of record in Volume 1418 at Page 529 of
the Deed Records of Travis County, Texas, said 5464 square feet of
land being more particularly described by metes and bounds as follows:
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BEGINNING at an iron pin at the northeast corner of said Lot 1, Block 1
in Fruth Addition same being in the west line of Hemphill Park;

3,295 square feet of land, same being out of and a part of
Lot 1, Block 1, Outlet 14, Fruth Addition, a subdivision of
portions of Outlets 14 and 73, Division D, of the Government
Outlets adjoining the Original City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, according to a map or plat of said Government Outlets
on file in the General Land Office of the State of Texas, a
map or plat of said Fruth Addition being of record in Book 2
at page 157 of the Plat Records of Travis County, Texas; which
portion of Lot 1 was conveyed to the City of Austin, a municipal
corporation, by warranty deed dated September 15, 1953, of
record in Volume 1418 at Page 529 of the Deed Records of Travis
County, Texas; said 3,295 square feet of land being more par-
ticularly described by metes and bounds as follows:

BEGINNING at an iron stake at the point of intersection of the north

THENCE, with the said west line of Hemphill Park, S 06° 53' W 37.40 feet
to an iron stake on the aforesaid present east line of Guadalupe Street for the
most southerly corner of the herein described tract of land;

THENCE, with the said present east line of Guadalupe Street, same being
the east line of the aforesaid tract of land conveyed to the City of Austin, a
municipal corporation, by warranty deed of record in Volume 348 at Page 523 of
the Deed Records of Travis County, Texas, N 22° 46' W 199.03 feet to the point of
beginning.
